I have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  the  Annual  Report 
T 1904. 

The  population  of  the  City  of  Chester  within  the 
unicipal  Boundar)',  at  the  Census  of  1901,  was  38,309, 
lewing  an  increase  since  the  previous  Census  of  1,204  ; 
isuming  the  same  rate  of  increase,  the  population  for  the 
?ar  1904  is  estimated  to  be  38,674. 

To  obtain  more  correct  Birth  and  Death  Rates,  it  is 
icessary  to  include  in  the  calculation  the  population  of 
le  Workhouse,  situated  outside  the  Municipal  Boundary, 
imbering  at  the  Census  525,  making  a total  of  39,199  as 
le  population  of  the  City  and  Workhouse  for  1904. 

The  number  of  Births  belonging  to  the  District,  registered 
iring  the  year,  is  1,044,  being  20  less  than  in  the  previous 
ar,  and  46  below  the  average  of  the  ten  j^ears  1894-1903. 

^ 1 of  the  Births  occurred  in  the  Workhouse. 

The  Birth-rate  for  the  year  is  267  per  1,000  inhabitants. 
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The  number  of  Deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
District  that  occurred  during  the  year  is  635,  being  23  less 
than  in  1903,  and  96  less  than  the  average  for  the  previous 
ten  years  1894-1903.  Seventy-four  of  the  deaths  occurred  in 
the  Workhouse,  and  three  in  the  County  Dunatic  Asylum. 

The  Death-rate  for  the  3'ear  is  16-228  per  1,000  persons 
living  in  the  District.  This  is  the  third  3’’ear  in  succession 
that  the  Death-rate  has  been  as  low  as  16.  The  average  for 
the  previous  ten  years  is  18-97.  Further  particulars  are  given 
in  the  Tables.

At  the  end  of  this  Report  there  are  Tables  showing — 


The  Deaths  classed  according  to  diseases,  ages, 
localities,  and  quarters  of  the  year ; new  cases 
of  Zymotic  sickness  reported  under  the  Notification 
of  Infectious  Diseases  Act ; and  also  shewing  the 
temperature,  rainfall,  and  direction  of  the  wind. 


On  comparing  the  Tables  of  Sickness  and  Deaths  for  the 
year  1904,  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  we  find  a marked 
reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  at  ages  between  25  and 
60  years,  the  most  valuable  period  of  life. 

The  deaths  from  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease — that  is 
from  Infectious  Disease  more  directly  amenable  to  sanitar}’ 
measures  of  prevention  or  control — were  again  few.  There 
were  seven  from  Scarlet  Fever,  nine  from  Diphtheria,  none 
from  Small-pox,  and  only  one  from  Typhoid  Fever. 

The  mortality  from  Summer  Diarrhoea  was  again  com- 
paratively low,  although  not  so  low  as  in  1903. 

There  wei'e  fewer  deaths  from  Phthisis,  Whooping 
Cough,  Premature  Birth,  and  Accident ; but  the  same  number 
of  Suicides  ; and  a greater  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer. 

The  non-fatal  cases  of  Scarlatina,  Diphtheria,  and 
Typhoid  Fever,  were  again  comparatively  low.  Cases  of 
Diphtheria  were,  however,  more  numerous  than  in  1903 ; and 
Scarlatina  less  so.  There  were  very  few  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever.  There  was  no  case  of  Small-pox  or  Typhus  Fever. 
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Sixteen  cases  of  Phthisis  were  notified  (voluntarily) ; of 
which  fourteen  were  out-patients  of  the  Infirmary. 

A portion  of  the  site  at  the  Suiall-pox  Hospital  has  been 
raised  to  a sufficient  height  to  form  a suitable  foundation  for 
huts  or  tents,  should  it  be  necessary  to  provide  increased 
accommodation  at  short  notice. 

The  Health  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the 
obtaining  of  two  Vans  for  conveying  articles  to  and  from  the 
Disinfector,  but  have  deferred  the  matter. 

Attention  has  been  directed  to  the  Wrexham  Sewage 
P'arin,  and  the  need  for  additional  means  of  purification 
pointed  out  to  the  Wrexham  Corporation. 

In  reply,  it  was  stated  that  further  expenditure  was  being 
incurred  for  the  purpose.  The  result  of  which  is  being 
awaited. 

Works  for  the  purification  of  Sewage  have  now  been 
provided  at  most  of  the  places  mentioned  in  previous  Reports 
as  contravening  the  Rivers  Pollution  Act,  on  the  River  Dee 
and  its  tributaries. 

Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  the 
Health  Committee,  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  have  personally  inspected  the  Courts  and, 
in  the  result,  a building  in  White  Lion  Place  was  reported  as 
an  obstructive  building  ; the  procedure  provided  by  the  Act 
was  followed,  but  at  the  final  stage  the  Health  Committee  felt 
themselves  precluded  from  completing  the  process  for  the 
present,  as  to  do  so  would  leave  homeless  the  present 
occupants,  owing  to  the  need  of  houses  for  the  working  classes 
at  rents  ranging  from  2/6  to  3/-  per  week. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  dealing  with  the  Housing 
cf  the  Working  Classes  was  thereupon  called  to  this  need. 

The  Midwives’  Act  of  1902  came  into  operation  on  the 
ist  of  April,  1903. 
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Kight  Midwive.s,  practising  in  this  District,  liave  been 
enrolled  by  the  Central  Board,  and  their  names  entered  on  the 
Local  Register. 

The  Act  is  intended  to  secure  the  better  training  of  Mid- 
wives, and  to  regulate  their  practice.  After  April  ist,  1905,  a 
woman  may  not  use  the  name  of  Midwife  ; and  after  April  ist, 
1910,  is  entirely  debarred  from  practice  unless  she  is  certified 
as  in  the  Act  provided. 

Good  progress  has  continued  during  the  year  in  effecting 
structural  improvements  in  connection  with  the  drainage  of 
house-premises,  the  pavement  of  Back -yards  and  Courts,  and 
the  abolition  of  Ashpits. 

Fourteen  Privies  have  been  converted  into  Water-closets 
during  the  year,  making  a total  of  4263  converted  since  1874. 
This  large  number  of  conversions,  involving  a very  con- 
siderable outlay  by  owners  of  propert}^,  has  been  brought 
about  without  any  expense  to  the  rates,  and  without  litigation. 

There  are  still  158  Privies  not  yet  converted  in  Saltney, 
awaiting  the  improvement  of  the  outfall,  sixteen  in  other 
outlying  parts  of  the  town,  and  six  only  within  the  Walls. 

House  refuse  and  ashes  are  collected  and  removed  at 
weekly  intervals  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department ; movable 
receptacles  are  in  general  use. 

The  District  where  built  over  is  sewered,  and  the  sewers 
have  been  maintained  in  working  order.  They  are  flushed 
frequently  by  means  of  a portable  tank.  The  sew^er  in 
Boughton  is  at  present  being  reconstructed.  Ventilating 
shafts  are  being  provided,  as  required,  to  relieve  or  replace 
surface-ventilators. 

The  laying-out  of  the  Buddicombe  Estate  for  building 
purposes  has  led  to  the  construction  of  a sewer,  which  has 
enabled  an  extension  to  be  laid  so  as  to  receive  the  outfall 
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from  Ash  Grove  and  the  neighbouring  farms— an  outlying 
district  on  the  Wrexham  Road— not  previously  connected 
with  the  public  sewers. 

The  construction  of  the  new  City  Outfall  Works  is 
practically  finished,  but  the  works  are  not  yet  in  full  operation. 

The  completion  of  the  conversion  of  Privies  into  Water- 
closets  in  Newtown  has  enabled  the  taking  in  hand  of  the 
paving  of  back-passages  throughout  that  part  of  the  town, 
which  is  now  being  proceeded  with  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Chester  Improvement  Act. 

The  Monthly  Chemical  Analysis,  made  by  myself,  ol 
water  supplied  to  the  town,  has  been  continued  with  satis- 
factory results,  particulars  of  which  are  appended. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  have  been 
made  by  Professor  Boyce  at  weekly  intervals,  and  are  being 
continued.  Samples  are  taken  from  each  of  the  filters  at  the 
Waterworks  as  well  as  from  the  pure  water  tank,  and  of  water 
as  delivered  to  the  consumer.  This  is  to  enable  any  failure 
in  the  efficiency  of  the  filtration  to  be  discovered  and  traced  to 
the  particular  filter  at  fault.  Some  occasional  fallings  off  in 
individual  filters  have  thus  been  detected  and  communicated 
to  the  Water  Company.  The  standard  of  filtration  has,  how- 
ever, on  the  whole  been  well  maintained. 

Sixteen  samples  of  milk  from  different  retailers  have 
been  submitted  during  the  year  to  Professor  Boyce  for 
biological  examination  ; none  of  them  were  reported  to  be 
tuberculous. 

Under  the  Foods  and  Drugs’  Act  samples  were  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  Mr.  W.  F.  Lowe,  as

One  of  the  samples  of  Milk  contained  10  per  cent,  of 
added  water ; and  there  was  no  name  on  the  cart.  A 
prosecution  was  instituted,  and  fines  were  inflicted  amounting 
to  10/-  and  costs  in  the  first  charge,  rnd  2/6  and  costs  in  the 
second  charge— ;^2  13s.  6d.  in  all. 

One  of  the  samples  of  Tinned  Pine  Apple  contained 
1-2  grains  of  tin  per  pound.  The  vendors,  wholesale  and 
retail,  were  communicated  with,  and  replied  that  the  unsold 
portion  of  the  stock  had  been  withdrawn  from  sale,  and  analyses 
were  being  undertaken  to  prevent  any  recurrence. 

The  Soda  Water  and  Lithia  Water  contained  respectively, 
i/i4th  and  i/ioth  of  a grain  of  lead  per  gallon,  an  amount  in 
the  case  of  this  metal  calculated  to  be  injurious  to  health. 
The  manufacturers  were  warned,  and  were  asked  for  an 
explanation,  and  thereupon  after  having  received  professional 
advice,  attributed  the  contamination  to  the  use  of  unprotected 
leaden  pipes  in  the  process  of  manufacture,  which  they  stated 
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they  wei'e  having'  removed.  The  lead  pipes  have  now  been 
replaced  by  tin-lined  pipes.  There  was  no  ground  for  com- 
plaint as  regards  the  other  articles  analysed. 

On  the  report  of  the  Meat  Inspector  proceedings  were 
directed  to  be  taken  against  two  persons  for  exposing  for  sale 
portions  of  the  carcase  of  a pig  unfit  for  food  of  man  ; in  the 
result  a fine  of  15/-  and  costs  including  the  fees  of  the 
Veterinary  Surgeon,  was  inflicted  in  each  case. 

The  specially  appointed  Inspector  under  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act  (Mr.  Wharton),  reports  that  there  are  226 
Workrooms  on  the  Register  which  have  been  inspected  with 
the  following  results  ; —

For  the  Shops  Hours  Act  and  Seats  for  Shop  Assistants’ 
Act,  Mr.  Richard  Jones  is  Inspector.  He  reports  that  there 
are  429  shops  which  come  under  the  provisions  of  both  Acts  ; 
and  107  other  shops  to  which  the  seats  for  Shop  Assistants’ 
Act  applies. 

In  32  cases  it  was  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the 
omission  to  display  the  copy  of  the  Act  in  a conspicuous  place, 
which  was  thereupon  remedied. 

The  Acts  were  otherwise  duly  complied  with,  and  so  far 
as  could  be  ascertained  there  was  no  contravention  in  the  way 
of  exce.ssive  hours. 

Under  the  Canal  Boats’  Act,  7 Boats  have  been  added  to 
the  Register  in  1904.  And  altogether  4S7  were  on  the  Register 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  books  in  connection  therewith  are 
kept  to  tlic  satisfaction  of  H.M.  Inspector,  who,  in  his  Report 
to  tlie  Local  Government  Board,  places  Chester  on  the  list  of 
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authorities  who  have  made  tlie  largest  number  of  inspections 
during  the  last  12  years.  Mr.  Wharton  is  the  Local  Inspector 
under  the  Act,  and  Mr.  Richard  Jones  is  his  officially-appointed 
assistant ; 559  boats  were  inspected  in  1904. 

Of  these  ii  had  no  certificate  ; i was  infringing  as  to  the 
“ Marking”  of  the  boat;  3 as  to  overcrowding;  i female  over 
12  years  of  age  improperly  occupying;  45  boats  required 
painting ; i required  means  of  ventilation ; 23  boats  were 
dilapidated;  and  9' had  no  proper  water  vessel.  For  these 
complaints  94  notices  were  served,  and  were  all  complied  with. 

There  are  44  Purveyors  of  Milk  whose  premises  are  in  the 
City.  They  have  been  dul}"  inspected,  and  every  effort  made 
to  keep  them  up  to  a high  .standard  of  cleanline.ss. 

The  Bakehouses  are  kept  under  supervision.  Twenty- 
six  of  these  are  now  provided  with  smokeless  ovens. 

In  several  instances  action  has  been  taken  in  respect  of 
the  discharge  of  black  smoke  from  trade  and  engine  chimney.s, 
with  beneficial  results. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  reports  2,014  premises  have 
been  specially  inspected  ; 853  notices  have  been  issued  for 
sanitar}'-  amendments  of  houses  and  premises,  including  291 
for  cleaning,  repairing,  and  whitewashing  ; 503  defective  drains, 
water  closets,  soil  or  .sink  pipes,  remedied  ; 79  gullies  fixed  on 
drains  ; 165  yard-pavements  relaid  or  repaired  ; 82  accumula- 
tions of  dung,  stagnant  water,  etc.,  removed ; 2 animals 
improperly  kept,  removed  ; 4 overcrowded  houses  dealt  with  ; 
42  deep  and  offensive  ashpits  abolished,  and  movable 
receptacles  provided  ; 14  privies  converted  into  water-closets  ; 
and  22  undue  accumulations  of  house  refuse  reported. 

The  houses  reported  under  the  Notification  of  Infectious 
Diseases’  Act,  and  those  in  which  cases  of  Phthisis  have  been 
notified;  and  those  where  deaths  from  Phthisis  have  been 
registered,  have  been  specially  inspected,  and  action  taken  as 


required  for  disinfection,  for  destruction  of  infected  bedding 
and  clothing,  for  the  removal  of  sanitar}'  defects,  and  for 
preventing  School  attendance  of  children. 

Removal  to  Hospital  has  been  promptl}’  effected  for  cases 
requiring  it. 

Mr.  Wharton  has  continued  to  give  great  attention  to  his 
duties,  and  has  been  efhcientlj''  supported  by  his  assistants, 
Mr.  R.  Jones  and  Mr.  J.  Buckley.
